Numismatic  Chatter 


There  was  nothing  spectacular  about  the  March 
sale.  Just  the  usual  number  of  bid  sheets  from  the 
200u  catalogues  mailed  and  nice  lot  of  bids.  Many 
were  unlimited  and  many  others  bid  full  list  printed 
but  are  always  billed  for  much  less,  usually  10  to  25 
cents  above  other  bids  BUT  THEY  USUALLY  GET 
THE  COIN,  WHICH  WAS  WHAT  THEY  WANTED. 

I  have  no  regular  patrons  who  are  afraid  to  bid  high, 
fearing  they  will  get  stuck. 

There  was  the  usual  number  of  visitors  ranging 
from  California  to  Nova  Scotia.  The  larger  number 
were  to  see  my  cabinets  of  fine  shells  from  every  cor¬ 
ner  of  the  world.  The  many  thousands  of  my  shell 
books  sold  is  what  brings  them,  but  I  find  all  the  coin 
visitors,  want  to  see  them  too,  if  only  for  a  LOOK. 

There  w^as  Mr.  Polatsek  and  his  wife.  I  told  him, 
you  people  of  Polish  extraction  have  such  awful  names  I  cannot  pronounce  them. 
He  “pulled  a  check”  out  of  his  pocket  and  says  PULL-A-CHECK,  that  is  easy.  That 
is  the  way  to  pronounce  my  name.  And  I  had  to  tell  him  of  another  Polish  gentle¬ 
man  who  visited  me  recently,  and  had  a  perfectly  unpronounceable  name.  We 
were  sitting  in  my  library  and  he  pointed  to  my  legs  and  said,  you  have  tv  o 
shins?  Yes.  Well  my  name  is  Two-shins-ky.  You  see  these  terrible  names  are 
very  easy  when  you  know  how.  They  are  all  nice  Americans  now  and  I  love  to 
visit  with  them. 

A  few  months  ago  several  patrons  said  they  had  a  nice  lot  of  USA  gold  they 
would  sell  and  should  send  it  on.  How  is  the  market?  I  told  them  to  hold  it  a 
while  as  gold  had  apparently  slumped  in  demand.  But  in  the  last  two  months  it 
has  had  a  big  jump  in  demand.  I  had  more  bids  on  the  USA  gold  in  last  auction 
than  on  any  other  series.  Coins  I  had  listed  as  low  as  $9  sold  for  $8.55. 

A  gentleman  from  Missouri  called  during  the  sale,  and  I  made  this  statement 
to  him,  and  he  said  the  same.  He  is  a  handler  of  USA  gold  exclusively.  Calls 
on  all  banks  and  picks  up  what  he  can,  and  also  calls  on  every  collector  in  the 
cities,  where  he  is  traveling,  and  makes  some  sales.  He  said  in  past  sixty  days 
he  had  jumped  his  buying  prices  on  double  eagles  from  $42.50  to  $47.50.  That 
gives  you  an  idea  of  the  general  trend.  I  suspect  if' you  send  on  that  gold  for 
my  next  auction,  it  will  move  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Just  run  thru  this  little  sale  list  and  see  the  percentage  of  strictly  uncirculated 
and  proof  coins  offered.  That  is  what  my  patrons  want  and  like  to  bid  on.  If 
you  have  a  series  of  such  you  wish  to  dispose  of  write  me  about  it.  BUT  I  do 
not  want  a  lot  of  coins  minted  in  the  past  20  years.  They  are  just  too  fresh,  as  a 
rule.  Too  many  such  offered  in  coin  shops  and  papers  by  embryo  dealers. 

I  would  like  to  write  a  story  about  our  mocking  birds  which  are  exclusively  a 
resident  of  the  South.  They  are  the  closest  bird  to  the  English  nightingale  we 
have.  Edw.  Bok  who  used  to  edit  the  Ladies  Home  Journal  and  built  a  fabulous 
tower  in  central  Florida  which  every  one  goes  to  see  and  hear  the  chimes,  im¬ 
ported  a  lot  of  these  Nightingales  that  sing  so  grandly  in  the  night.  They  did 
not  thrive  and  soon  died  off,  but  the  mocking  birds  picked  up  their  songs  easily  and 
sung  in  night  too.  I  have  a  Purple  Bougainvillae  in  my  front  yard  that  is  trimmed 
as  a  globe  6  ft.  high  and  5  ft.  diameter.  As  it  has  been  so  trimmed  for  10  years 
it  is  verv  thick.  I  discovered  the  other  day  a  pair  of  mockingbirds  had  a  nest  in 
the  middle  of  it  with  4  eggs  in  and  I  have  not  yet  figured  out  how  they  got  in 
there  with  all  the  sticks  and  moss.  There  are  just  no  holes  anywhere  in  the  bush. 

Spring  is  supposed  to  start  the  latter  part  of  March  but  we  had  no  Spring 
here.  It  started  early  in  March  to  creep  up  to  the  SO'.s  in  the  day  time  and  drop  to 
70  at  night.  A  few  nights  got  down  to  60  and  that  seemed  cool,  as  we  w'ear  almost 
no  clothes.  I  am  writing  this  the  latter  part  of  March  so  maybe  we  will  get  some 
real  Spring  in  April  or  May  but  I  doubt  it.  That  old  Sol  shines  so  perfect  every 

day,  it  is  sure  to  be  warm.
